ZONING MAP ORDINANCE NO. Z- 

AN ORDINANCE amending the City of Fort Wayne 
Zoning Map No. C-16 . 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, 
INDIANA I 

{ 

SECTION 1. That the area described as follows is hereby 
designated a B-l-B District under the terms of Chapter 36, 
Municipal Code of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, 1946, as 
amended by General Ordinance No. 2836 and amendments thereto; 
and the symbols on the City of Fort Wayne Zoning Map No. C-16 
referred to therein, established by Section 9, Article III of 
said Chapter as amended, are hereby changed accordingly, to-wit; 


A part of the South 1/2 of the South 1/2 of the 
Northeast 1/4 of Section 36, Township 30 North, 
Range 12 East, in Allen County, Indiana, described 
as follows; 

Beginning on the east line of said Section 36, 
and the east line of said Wayne Township, at the 
intersection with the south corporation line of 
the City of Fort Wayne, said point of beginning 
being the northeast corner of the South 1/2 of the 
South 1/2 of the northeast 1/4 of said Section 36, 
also, being 180 feet more or less south of the 
centerline of Chinchilla Lane, and the northeast 
corner of said land conveyed to Sam W. Fletcher, 
William Moser, and Floyd B. Kelsey, Jr.; thence 
southwardly with the east line of said Section 36 
and Wayne Township for 540 feet more or less; 
thence westwardly at right angles to last- 
mentioned course for 935 feet more or less; thence 
northwardly parallel to the east line of said 
Section 36 and Wayne Township for 540 feet more or 
less to the south property line of land conveyed 
to Southtown Mall, Inc.; thence eastwardly with the 
south property line of said Southtown Mall, Inc. 
land for 935 feet more or less to the point of 
beginning containing 11.6 acres, more or less. 


SECTION 2. This Ordinance shall be in full force and 
effect from and after its passage, approval by the Mayor, and 
legal publication thereof.

WHEREAS , the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, on 
May 26, 1970, referred a proposed zoning map amendment to the City Plan 
Commission which proposed ordinance was designated as Bill No . Z-7 0-05-27 ; 
and, 

WHEREAS, the required notice of public hearing on such proposed ordi- 
nance has been published as required by law; and, 

WHEREAS, the City Plan Commission conducted a public hearing on such 
proposed ordinance on September 21, 1970; 

NOW THEREFORE , BE IT RESOLVED that the City Plan Commission does hereby 
recommend that such proposed ordinance DO NOT PASS for the reasons that no
